Prohibition and reapportionment of 
the house of representatives are prob- 
lems placing the house and senate in 
a vortex of disagreement with such 
vigorous positions taken on both sides 
of the questions that leaders are looke- 
ing with some auxiety as to the ef- 
fect they will have on the whole legis- 
lative calendar. 

House and Senate in Dispute. 

The dispute between the house and 
senate over the proposal to increase 


the prohibition fund by $24,000,000 
will be only slightly composed by the 
expected adoption by the house to- 
morrow of a compromise proposal 
lowering the increase to $2,727,000. 
Advocates in the senate of the high- 
er figure, incorporated in the first 
deficiency bill, are showing little signs 
of abandoning their efforts. 

Democrats in the house plan to 
make an effort tomorrow to send the 
bill with the lower prohibition figure 
back to its appropriations committee 
with instructions to substitute. the 
$24,000,000 appropriation. The $2,- 
727,000 increase was recommended 
by President Coolidge. 

A difference between the house and 
senate over land in national parks is 
threatening the final approval of the 
interior department appropriation bill 
with its funds for a vast number of 
domestic projects. The house has re- 
fused to accept the senate compromise 
offered by Senator Walsh, democrat 
Montana, to permit condemnation of 
land in the parks except that used . 
for residence, hotel and religious pur- 
poses and has demanded that all land 
be condemnable for the purpose of 
saving forests, without respect to its 


usages. 
Discussion in Sight. 

Senator Walsh has stated that re- 
fusal by the house of the compromise 
would * ‘cause a great deal of discus- 
sion,” and other senators threatened 
that the same thing would come about 
if the house refused the $24,000,000 
prohibition fund increase. 

The fate of appropriations measures 
is giving republican leaders a good 
(eal of concern because of the effect 
it might have on _ the program 
mapped out for the special session to 
be called after Mr. Hoover becomes 
president. Failure to pass such im- 
portant supply bills as those for the 
interior department and for emer- 
gency deficiency needs would necessi- 
tate the assembling of the house ap- 
propriations committee in the special 
session, something house leaders now 
are hopeful of avoiding in order to 
confine the extra session to farm re- 
lief and tariff. 

Meeting tomorrow night, the senate 


will begin discussion of reapportion- 
/ment of the house. 


This controver- 
sial measure, however, will have to 
wait its turn after tomorrow night, 
since it is preceded on the calendar 
by a bill for a public market in Wash- 
ington. In addition the senate first 
must act upon the Nicaraguan canal 
resolution of Senator Edge, repub- 
lican, New Jersey, on which a vote is 
expected tomorrow, and hear the re- 
port of Senator Reed, democrat, Mis- 
souri, on the finding of his commit- 
tee against the seating of William S&S. 
Vare as a senator from Pennsylvania. 
The Vare case comes up tomorrow. 

Action on the bill to continue the 
federal radio commission as an admin- 
istrative body also will be insisted 
upon by senate leaders. This meas- 
ure, however, seems to be assured of 
clear sailing because a petition has 
been circulated to invoke cloture and 
thus prevent a filibuster by its op- 
ponents.

They call themselves respectable citizens instead of rogues, but 
words cannot change\ facts; and the. ultimate fact is that they have an- 


| other man’s goods and the other man has nothing in return. 


You may call it shrewdness or careless extravagance or whatever 
you will, but they profit by taking advantage of another man—just as the 
highwayman profits by the advantage of his weapon—and they are 
thieves. 

Honesty is not limited by law’s definitions. 

Whatever the law may Say or fail to say, the man who defrauds 
another is a thief and no other definition will fit him. 

The sooner We quit mincing words and class all rogues together, 


the sooner we can persuade men to love decency for its own sake.

is known as the ad valorem system. 
This means that all property, re-

The state constitution fixes that 
rate at 5 mills, or *5 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation. 

And it is this system that a tax 
commission recently appointed by 
Governor Hardman is studying, and 
that three previous tax commissions 
studied, with a view of recommending 
changes which in the opinion of state 
tax officials would insure’ greater 
equality in taxation and accord the 
government such revenue as it is je-

In Time Tests 


White and Segrave at Day- 
| tona Beach for World 
Record Attempts. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., February 24. 
(P)\—Two monster racing cars will be 
‘tuned here this week for another dash 
|over the wave lapped sands to decide 
whether man may increase his land 
speed through bigger motors or better 
streamlining. 

J. M. White, of Philadelphia, advo- 
cate of superpower, brings his 36-cyl- 
inder record-holding Triplex to join 
Major H, O. D. Segrave, of England, 
whose Golden Arrow, streamlined to 
perfection, has been brought from 
England to challenge the record of 
(207.55 miles an hour, set by the Tri- 
}plex last April with Ray Keech at 
ithe wheel. 

More Horsepower. 

| White believes new records may be 
.established by using more horsepower, 
while Segrave, who formerly held the 
straightaway reeord at 203 miles an 
hour, contends that reduced wind re- 
sistance and less power is a more de- 
sirable combination. ‘They will have 
an opportunity to test out their theo- 
ries during the’ international speed 
trials here March 1 to 15. 

Segrave estimates that at 240 miles 
an hour, the speed he hopes to attain, 
an air pressure of 746.49 pounds per 
fronts! square foot area of his car is 
encountered and must be overcome. 
His Golden Arrow, built at a cost of 
approximately $70,000, has 2 frontal 
area of 12 square feet, which means 
that at maximum speed a pressure of 
8,957.88 pounds would be exerted by 
the air. 


Triplex Is Set. 

The Triplex, which Keech drove 50 
times before he was able to nose out 
Captain Malcolm Campbell, of Eng- 
land, former record holder at 206.95 
by only five-thousandths of a second, 
is powered with three 12-cylinder Lib- 
erty motors and weighs approximately 
four tons. Segrave’s machine weighs 
‘2 1-2 tons and is powered with one 
12-cylinder airplane motor. 

Segrave will use ten-ply, gmooth 
tread tires with only enough rubber 
on them to make them smooth. Spe- 
cially constructed at a cost of $2,506, 
they measure 37x7 and have been de- 
signed to withstand for one minute 
a centrifugal force of 3,400 revolu- 
tions a minute, or an equivalent to 
the speed at which they would revolve 
in traveling at a 240-mile clip. White 
probably will use a similar tire of 
larger dimension. 

Tunes Up Motor. 

Since his arrival here from Eng- 
land, Segrave has been spending his 
time tuning up the motor of his speed 
boat, Miss England, preparatory to 
|making an attempt to break the 
i world’s boat reeord of 92.8 miles an 
jhour, now held by Gar Wood, vet- 
'eran boat builder and racer. He made 
;several trials yesterday, but his craft 
developed motor trouble. He expects 
to put it through additional tests early 
next week before trying out his rac- 
ling car. 

White's car is expected here within 
ithe next few days to undergo final 
j}adjustments before his trials. He re- 
j cently gave it a thorough overhauling 
before shipping it from Philadelphia. 

After mechanics had completed 
'making alterations to the cockpit of 
| the Golden Arrow, Major Segrave 
'climbed into the machine for the first 
| time today to get the feel of it.

Or Kill Them

Often-Shifted Player Now in 
Best Condition of Life 
He Tells Friends. — 


BY GEORGE KIRKSEY, 
United News Staff Corerspondent. 
New York, February 24.—(United 

News.)—There is no more interesting 
and intriguing career in all baseball 
than that of Rogers Hornsby, stormy 
petrel of the National league, since 
that October day, 1926, when he led 
the St. Louis Cardinals to the world’s 
championship. 

Unexpectedly cast with a second 
division team last season by that in- 
explicable trade which transferred 
him from the New York Giants to 
the Boston Braves, Hornsby is again 
back in select basball company as a 
member of the Chicago Cubs. 

The next chapter in Hornsby’s ca- 
reer promises to be the most fascinat- 
ing of all. Speculation over Hogns- 
by’s future has evolved itself to this: 

Make or Break Cubs. 

“Will Hornsby make or break 
Cubs?” 

There are many skeptics who be- 
lieve that Hornsby’s presence will 
ereate dissention in the ranks of the 
Cubs and that the groundwork of a 
fine baseball machine will be under- 
mined. 

There are others, and they are in 
the majority, who believe that Horns- 
by will inspire the Cubs to the _pen- 
nant. 

Two things indicate that Hornsby 
means business and’ support the lat- 
ter claim. They are: 

Hornsby has signed a pledge with 
President Veeck to refrain from gam- 
bling. during the term of his three- 
year contract with the Cubs. 

Hornsby is in splendid physical con- 
dition after a quiet winter on his 
farm near St. Louis. ’ 

Now in Fine Shape. 

Writing to a New York friend re- 
cently, Hornsby said that he was in 
as fine a shape as ever before in his 
career and eagerly awaited the start 
of the season. 

“I have spent the winter on my 
farm near St. Louis,” Hornsby wrote, 
“and I go to bed early every night 
and get up early every morning. I 
honestly believe I am in as good con- 
dition as ever before in my life and I 
feel justified in looking forward to 
as good a year on the diamond as I 
ever had before. 

“I’m a regular farmer now. Besides 
my livestock and my hay and fruit, 
I have 500 young chickens I will 
market next summer. This has been 
my happiest and most helpful winter 
for many years. I am delighted with 
my new berth and will give everything 
I have to help bring a pennant to Chi- 
cago.” 

A glimpse at Hornsby’s batting rec- 
ord reveals that he ranks with Cobb, 
Ruth and Wagner as one of the super- 
batsmen of all time. Only 33, Horns- 
by is within range of crashing many 
of the great records Cobb and Wag- 
ner left behind. Cobb led the Ameri- 
can league in batting 12 times and 
Wagner led the National league eight 
times, 


the 


Seven Championships. 

Hornsby has seven batting cham- 
pionships to his credit in his 14 years’ 
in the majors. Hornsby has one bat- 
ting record that may never. be 
equalled, he batted over .400 for a 
consecutive five-year average. For 
the years 1921, 1922, 1923, 1924 and 
1925, he batted for .401. Willie Kee- 
ler is his closest rival with .394, 

In the 53 years of the National 
league only two batsmen outside of 
Hornsby and Wagner won as many 
as four batting crowns, Brouthers and 
Anson. 

Hornsby has a home run record 
second only to Babe Ruth. He set 
'the National league record in 1922 
with 42 home runs. During the last 
nine seakons he has made 211 home 
runs, with an average of 23 a season. 

Hornsby’s highest batting average 
is .424 made in 143 games in 1924. 
Last season he led the National league 
with an average of .387.

BUSINESS REVEN 


OF THE PAST WEEK 


New York, February 24.—-(?)— 
Cregit stringency caused considerable 
concern over the future, but business 
continued to make satisfactory prog- 
ress during the past week. What lit- 


tle change was apparent was general- 
ly for the better. 

Heavy construction and engineering 
activity held up well, but building 
continued to sag. in contrast to the 
level of activity a year ago.

The trade, how- 
ever, was disposed to adopt a conserv- 
ative outlook, feeling that continued

The automobile industry continued 
its steady speeding up of production, 
which is now running about 50 per 
eent ahead of this time last year.

BOND LEVELS SEI 
NEW LOW RECORD 


New York, February 24.—()— 
Prices and sales sank to record low 
levels in the bond market in the past 
week, as even some of the most opti- 
mistic traders began to despair of low- 
er money rates before summer. The 
volume of sales on Wednesday and 
Thursday—the two sessions preceding 
the triple holiday, slumped to around 
$7,500,000, the lowest figure since the 
middle of last December, while the 
Associated Press combined averages on 
three of the four trading days were 
at the lowest levels in more than two 
years. 

Approval by the federal reserve 
board in Washington of the increased 
New York rate for bankers’ accept- 
ances for all reserve banks tended to 
cut down trading and give weight to 
forecasts of continued high time money 
rates through the spring months. 

The slack in trading was not re- 
flected in the new bond offerings, 
which totaled $71,429,000 last week, 
compared. to $73,874,000 in the pre- 
ceding week and $106,700,000 in the 
corresponding week last year. The 
amount of capital absorbed by pub- 
lie utility issues exceeded the com- 
bined total of all other bond financing. 
The major offering was $36,000,000 
30-year 5s of the Utilities Power & 
Light corporation, which has extend- 
ed its holdings to England. ‘There 
was only one foreign issue placed— 
$5,000,000 Ernesto Breda company, 
Italian Locomotive Works, First Sink- 
ing Fund Bonds. This and the Utili- 
ties Power & Light offering carried 
stock purchase warrants, a growing 
popular feature in this year’s offer- 
ings. 

Activity in the market was devoted 
almost entirely to the speculative con- 
vertible issues, but the gains in this 
group for the most part were small, 
International Telephone 41-2s, Alle- 
ghany corporation 5s, American Inter- 
national 51-2s, Anaconda Copper 7s 
and Utilities Power & Light 51-2s 
were accumulated in a fairly large 
scale.
